deliver a ballot to such voter. No voter shall
vote or offer to vote any ballot except such as he
has received from the inspectors of election hav-
ing charie of the ballots. No elector shall place
any mark upon his hallot by which it may be
afterward identified as the one voted by him.
Every voter who does not vote a ballot delivered
to him by the inspectors of election having charge
of the ballots shall, before leaving the polling
place, return such ballot to such inspector. Who-
ever shall violate 'any provision of this section
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and
upon conviction thereof, shall he punished by a
fine of not less than fifty dollars nor more than
three hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the
county jail of the proper county not more than
six months, or by both fine and imprisonment in
the discretion of the court, together with the costs
of prosecution.
